Death has never before done such 


ghastly work at a fire in Chicago since 
the dark days of October, 1871. The 
horror of tha spectacle will forever re- 
main as a hideous nightmare in the 
minds of many thousands of men and 
women who gazed upon it. Jt was in- 
tensified by the dizzy height from which 
the victims were seen to fall into a vast 
fnrnace of blazing timber and other in- 
flammable material. Deeds of heroism 
were done by the firemen who perished 
and those who live to grieve over their 
lost comrades.

The first intimation of 
danger catno to the victims when smoke 
appeared under them, and, na the wind 
blew it into their faces, they retreated 
m an orderly body around tie landing 
to the north wde of the towel, with the 
exception of one man, n painter, who 
slid down the hose which had been 
brought up to the south side of the 
tower 
It may be that more would 


havo taken this apparently sure and 
safe means of escape had it not been 
tor the smoke, which seemed to envelop 
them. It seemed as if the victims 
changed position taaviso they feared 
uarnes would soon follow the smoke 


i which they saw. 


Death quickly came to put an end to 


suspense and agony. The tames had 
been devouring five feet of framework 
wmcn_ surrounded the cast Iron shaft 
that pierced the tower below the men 
Quick as a flash, like a band of molten 
gold, flames burst through tho square 
tower juat underneath the imprisoned 
men on all sides.

Hercules Ice Skating Eini and Cold 
btorage U arehouse" were in the center 
of the tower and around them tha 
names circulated and raised to mock 
and torture the poor wretches to whom 
the eyes of thousands wore turned. 


In a tew seconds the ininriaoned 
ones felt the scorching fire coming and 
with one impulse of bel£-per*ervatinu. 
the men moved quickly to where the 
ropes wero attached at the northwest 
corner. They could not look down nnd 
see the flames because ot the projecting 
cornices, bnt they knew whore the 
ropes were. There they stood huddled 
together, some without their coals, 
others hatlebs, and all preparing to savo 
themselves if they could, "fhe man 
nearest the rope grasped it and descend- 
ed, jg But for only a half dozen feet. 
Tho flames had no mercy, the ropo waa 
burned in two, and with feet downward 
the first -victim shot through the air to 
the main roof. He tinned partly over 
before he struck and bounded up before 
lying as if dead. 


A great cry of anguish and fear camo 


up from thousands on the ground and 
iit other points where tho first of those 
awful leaps and fails could be seen. 
Strongmen wept and became hyster- 
ical. They cried aloud for God to save 
t-hose poor souls penned between llamus. 
They got on their kneea and prayed to 
God that r.ll might not perish. Women

The fiery gantlet was run unflinch- 
ingly

climbed over into what seemed to be a 
tod of flame, but ho reappeared in a 
few seconds dragging the body of Cap- 
tain Fitzpatnclc. A ropo was fastened 
abont the unconscious and dying cap- 
tain s body, .and with difficulty ho was 
lowered to tho ground enveloped m 
flames, hurled back by streams of water 
the noble rescue, although it only re- 
sulted in saving the captain's body 
iromfurther mutilation "by fire was 
watched by thousands of people in 
breathless suspense, and rewarded by a 
mighty cheer when the body reached 
the ground, to be tenderly laid on a 
stretcher and borne to the hospital in 
the_nmbulance. But the doctors bhoolt 
their henils doubtfully when the burned 
and broken form was carried in

captain never recovered conseiousnobs 
and died at 9 o'clock.

The foreignconuntesionersandUnited 
States army officers actod promptly in 
regard to furnishing men for guard 
duty during tha height of the excite- 
ment which almost reached a panic 
whenitw,id feared the blazing wreck 
of the wooden shell would explode on 
account of the ammonia stored there 
and the boilers. But the word was soon 
parsed around that the ammonia was 
in solid form. All the men of the Third

His body kept straight, feet down, un- 
til near the root' when he turned a 
somersault and a second cry of horror 
came from thousands of throats. The 
two ropes on the north side of tha 
tower whore the doomed men wero 
huddled at the edge, were almost use- 
less lor the saving of hfe, yet for the 
first possesnion of the corner at least 10 
fought as savage beasts. They only 
prolonged their contciousness or life, 
for all were doomed to die, yet they 
struggled to catch at anything which 
seemed to hold out a chance to leap 
and live. One by one they dropped 
fiom tho tower, some clintTing to the 
burning rope as far as it afforded them 
any hold, and then shooting down 
throxigh a eolid shout of flume to the 
roof.

The sight was too much for oven the 
military men and old firemen on tho 
ground to bear without a shudder and 
a turning away of faces. Human forms 
leaping through flames a hundred feet 


body waa of course unrecognizable as 
it was charred to a cinder. Two more 
uunjles of ilesh were discovered at 
short inteivdls about H o'clock, and one 
more at !):-10. In all six bodies, horribly 
burned, wero taken out by 10 o'clock 
when operations were (.topped for the I 
mglit on account of the risit in working 
under beams and iron columns and the 
absence ot light.

ed Coroner McIIaio carelully gathered 
up tin- charred and blackened pieces 
arid placing the remains of each sepa- 
rate victim in a gunny sack sent them 
to Boston's morgue. The first body 
taken to the morgue was that of n fire- 
men,

The five other bodies 
are umecognizoble uuibses of burned 
flesh and bones.

Nothing whatever was found 
on the other bodies by which they can 
he identified; the sex could not oven bo 
ascertained.

City police officers wore sent from 
Woodlnwn, Fiftieth street and Hydo 
Park stations to help tho guards and 
firemen, but they were almost com- 
pelled to fight thf-ir way through the 
gates. The inspectors and gatemen of 
th& department of admission refused to 
admit them, and.one of the officers in 
plain clothes was forced to pay 50 cents 
to get in. The firo burned to the 
ground 400 feet of the exposition fenca 
south of ihe Bixtv-fourth street gates, 
carrying in its "work of destruction 
electric wires> and cables for all kinds of 
service. 


All the Sixty-fourth street? gates 
were closed after tlio fire. The gap In 
the fence is being patrolled by gnnrds 
and men from the department of ad- 
mission. 


The firo partly burned nearly all tho 
buildings on tho west side of the Stony 
Island avenue between Sixty-fourth anil 
Sixty-fifths btroeta, bnt none were com- 
pletely deslmyecl. 


In the middle of tho block opposite 


tho warehouse is the Arlington hotel, 
a three story brick and stone structure 
filled_with 2(10 gtieits. The front rooms 
and /nrnikiro were badly damaged and 
all the gla<-s broken.

THE. 
SWEEPERS OF INDIA. 


Inte-restlnir I-CEcnds About Ono of the 


Itluny Castcn of That Country. 


Among' tlio yet uniiolved problems 


of Indian ethnology, and one that 
tho census has only dealt with to 
make confusion woreu confounded, is 
the religion of the sweeper caste. It 
seems clear enough through all the 
confusion that the supreme deity of 
the Chubras is Lai jura or Lalbeg, "a 
god without form or dwelling place/' 


A mound of earth surmounted by 


a piece of stick and a bit of cloth, for 
a flag is this deity's shrine, and to it 
poojah is made and a. little cacrifico 
offered of gb.ee, or grain. It needs no 
consecration, this simple shrine, and 
wherever the sweeper may be, if sick- 
ness comes or a gift is desired, tho 
little shrine may be set up with its 
queer bit of rag aud stick, and the 
worshiper's prayer is made. It is 
curious to note how this primitive 
faith differs from Hmdooism, both 
ancient and modern, as well as from 
Buddhism. 


Tho sweeper will have nothing to 


do, for instance, with tho transmigra- 
tion of souls. Once a sweeper, al- 
ways a sweeper, !ind even the ideal 
sweeper, T?ir Jhota, with his broom 
of gold and a basket of silver, ' 'cleans 
now the fuurth heaven, the house of 
Gorl, and sweeps the apartments of 
tho highest." The goo:l sweeper goes 
to heaven, however, after death, but 
in the heaven of the sweeper there is 
nothing to do but bathe and sit at 
ease. The bad sweeper, on the other 
hand, goes to hell, whore he is tor- 
mented by fire and wounds till the 
deity is pleased to vouchsafe relief. 
Between these two extremes is a kind 
of purgatory, where the sweeper 
who is not good enough for one place 
and not bad enough tor the other 
undergoes a sort of probation which 
either kills or cures him. 


Of Balmik, the great leader of one 


sect of sweepers, and now himself, 
like Pir Jhota, asweoporinthecourts 
of heaven, the accounts differ so 
widely that it' is difficult to identify 
him. 
It soeins clear, however, that 


with ^the profession of sweeper he 
combined the recreation of poetry, 
and thero is somo amount of evidence 
in favor of his having been the au- 
thor of the Bamayana. He is alter- 
nately represented as a low casto 
hunter of tie Karual Nordak ami a- 
a Bhii highwayman who was con 
verted by a saint whom he was about 
to rob 
Thero ts a legend, too, that 


he laid down his life for tho sweepers

It is also an 
indication that the popular impression 
that dramatic genius, and artistic geniiiE 
generally, is-inoomijatiblovrith the keep- 
ing of money is not justified by the facia. 


Mr, Booth's fortune must have be™ 


gathered almost wholly during tho hist 
20 years of Ma life, or since the fiulniv 
of tlio theater which lie established for 
himself in ]869 at the corner of Twenty 
third street and Sixth avenue. Tho cii 
cumstanco that it consists of persourl 
estate only, with the exception of a place 
at Newport, saggests also that it giw 
altogether out of his professional game 
doringthat short period, and it indicates 
how great those were find howprndnnt 
he was in their management. 


In this prudence, however, he was nut 


extraordinary among actors. 
Edwin 


Foriest, with whom ha competed for the 
popular favor at the beginning of h s 
successful career, loft a larro° loilnne 
also when ho died in 1872." Chail.Ate 
Cushman, whoso dramatic career \Y:I« 
Binvultaneous, and who died in 1870, left 
a very handsome estnte.

Irving, tho distinguished Eng'iah actor, 
is a man of fortune, and many of ihe 
men and women ot tlio etago are now 
the possessors of wealth or of a compe- 
tence which renders them pecuniarily 
independent. Thogrcatmnssmay spend 
as they go along, tailing no thought for 
the morrow or having no faculty for 
acci uiulation even when they have in- 
comes large enough to afford p. u oppor- 
tunity for its eseicisc, but it is the same 
with tho run of other people, of men of 
affairs and professional men. 


The genius for mailing money and tlie 


genius for keeping it are apart and dii,- 
linct. 
IE they always went together, llm 


decrease in the poverty of the woilj 
would ho enormous, hut proportionately 
they seem to bo united m men ot artistic 
genius as often aa in those without tlis.t 
great gift of heaven, if not oftonor. Ke.ir- 
ly all the artists of high distinction i.t 
this time, in music, painting, sculptnu , 
architecture and the drama, have ai- 
cumalated fortunes, which in man> 
case1; are large. They aro receiving in- 
comes which justify cxtravagnnce, but 
they are not wasting money more than 
other successful men, they are not noio 
likely to acquire habits of dissipation, 
and appaiently there is not less practical 
eagasity among them. 


An artwliicl] may not bo .so conducive 


to great material prosperity is tho lite: 
ary c,rt. Very few writers, no mail r 
how great their distinction, have ovi i 
got rich out of writing, and at tho pi ( ^ - 
cnt day the number who have dona so it 
so small that we tould include them ,iil 
in a short list. Fortunes like that of 
Edwin Booth and those of the illnatiiuii-, 
painters, sculptors, mwicians and archi- 
tects of this time aro almost unlcnow t> 
among tho men of literature. Their- 
comes of the great body of writers be't 
known to the people aro meager as com- 
pared with those of the others. Tliev 
are much less than the incomes ot law- 
yers and physicians of parallel prefes 
sional eminence. 


As tilings are, if a man wants to gol 


rich, literature alone offers him a poor 
fjhow for tho gratification of his am 
hition. H^ may got alung veiy corn 
fortably, but tho chances aro against, 
his accumulating a fortnno like Mi- 
Booth's out of his professional gains, no 
matter how clever his art, ho\v savinp; 
he may bo and how extraordinary hiu 
businers sagacity. That is why Mr. 
Waller Bezant and his colleagues apj 
find] ug so much fault with the publish- 
ers. They think that the publishers ai-'i 
gettiiug nch at their expense; that tho 
author furnishes tho fuel, and thac the 
publisher warms himself by tho file' 
while the author f,tays cait iu the fold. 
But 'nliat other remedy is there than 
that tho author bhtuld bo both Iho 
writer of the book and its manufacturer 
for tho miuket?

or take for his manuscript what the com- 
petition of tr.ulo will give him.

have not a combination of i^nulitics am! 
aptitud"s, enabling him To bo both a man 
ofbusine='5 and a writer, he must pa)1 
tor his defects. TLe picture is done when 
it is painted. The book requires tbe ex 
pendituro of labor, capital and enter- 
prise upon it after it has been written bj 
tho author, and without that expendi- 
ture it is worthless.
